j saintly  charaoter  of  this  great  man. 

A smaller  number  of  men,  whose  motives  may  be  questioned, 
have  delved  into  records  and  conducted  research  bringing  out 
things  about  Washington  which  were  intended  to  degrade  hinu  If 
Washington  could  see  their  efforts  he  would  be  moved  to  amuse- 
ment by  the  efforts  of  both  groups  and  perhaps  he  would  feel  a 
little  contemptous  of  the  efforts  of  his  detractors. 

If  Washington  could  look  over  my  shoulder  now  I like 
to  believe  that  he  would  give  his  approval.  ( From  the  be- 
havior of  this  typewriter  it  may  have  been  at  Valley  Forge 
too-it’s  plent^r  old  enough), 

George  Washington  was  a man  whose  bravery  was  un-Quest- 
ioned,  even  by  his  enemies;  he  v/as  a man  whose  perseverance  in 
the  face  of  all  sorts  of  obstacles  and.  the  bitterest  of  dis- 
appointments and  hardships  was  something  for  all  of  us  to  use 
as  an  ideal.  His  honesty  and  intergrity  must  have  been  beyond 
reproach  for  England  must  have  tried  to  buy  him  off  offering  ' 
vast  sums  of  money  and  titles.  History  does  not  mention  this 
nor  have  I seen  it  elsewhere;  but  it  standv  to  reason.  There- 
fore, we  should  honor  him  as  our  greatest  American,  an  honest 
soldier,  a great  statesman,  an  able  surveyor — but  in  no  sense 
of  the  word  a politician.
